Yet bis cbeek has tin- 
flush of health; his respiration is easy and 
regular; he never chauges color, and nevei 
manifests by any sign tbal he is affected In 
the evidence, tbat he would either deny or 
confirm it. lie is not stupid; his piercing 
eve hrigbt witb intelligence. Bui what 
is" be? It is as ditlicult to answer this ques- 
tion as that other— Who is he? 

To solve this problem a good m iny si. an 
wit* are at work; and already we have the 
most extraordinary stories in regard to him. 
It has l>een stated tbat he is a nephew oi 
General l>ec; but tbat renort was quickly 
exploded. It has Iteen affirmed tbat mm 
name is Powell, and tbat be is one of lb ■ 
Florida family bearing that title; but no 
proof has been produced in proof of this 
:iasertion. Then we have t>eeu told that be 
is a Miss'turian, a Kentuckiau, a Georgian, 
a < anadian: Out tbere is no evidence of th ■ 
truth of any of these statements. The lait s 
story bas decidedly more of the romantic 
features about it than any that have yei 
been told. To begin at the beginning, it 
thi-: A young officer ol the United State- 
army was sent, many years ago, to take 
command of the gMtiwM at K«>rt Snellin^, 
then the remotest military ouiikm>i of the 
;ar Went, This olli.-er was* as gallant as al, 
military men are said to be — too gallaut, a- 
it proved, for the peace of mind of a buxom 
young daughter of a frontiersman, WmO, 
with his child, frequently visited the fort. 
The foung lady — a rose in the wilderness— 
natur.tlly attracted the attention of the otli 
cits, to" whom, deprived of all leminiin 
society, the sight of a sweet, fresh vouul 
face was a rare and indescribable pleasure. 

Among those who lavished peculiar at- 
tentn.u ujhiu this solitary power was the 
young officer above mentioned, and in a 
short time it became evident that his cour 
tesy was not entirely lost.

Amkrh an Cotton for France.— The 
Paris correspondent of the Ixindon Daily 
News says : 

"It is proposed to establish at Havre, a 
company for the transport of cotton from 
America to tbat port. A prospectus just 
issued states tbat the capital of the company 
will lie eight millions of francs, and tbat 
eight iron ships will be built at first* It 
calculates tbat the -ret urns ot the enterprise 
will \>e sufficient to give the shareholders 
an annual profit of at least fifteen per cent., 
and leave a surplus, which will enable the 
company to double the numlier of its ships 
in a lew years. These last will be built ac- 
cord ine to the increased importation of 
cotton, so as to keep up the supply to a sa 



t isfactory amount. An eminent ship-owner 
of Havre, M. F. de Coninck, is. it appears, 
the promoter of t he company.' 



.Correspondence of the Union Preat.: 

Mar.skili.ks, France, June 1, 18r>/>. 
Ki>s. Prksv. < >u this day, set apart lor re- 
ligious meditation upon the great sorrow 
brought to us by the murder of our beloved 
and honored President, the hearts of loyal 
Americans abroad pass over lauds and seas 
to unite with the true-hearted at home in 
the solemn services. There are other hearts, 
too, not of American birth or citizenship 
that throb with ours in tender, loving sym- 
pathy. It has been my privilege to be 
placed near one such to-day aud to spend a 
half hour in earnest communion. It was 
near Avignon, in his quiet, retired home 
that I bad this great, this inestimable privi- 
lege of sitting with J.Stuart Mill and hearing 
him pay his loving tribute to our country 
and to our departed President. A friend in 
Boston had kin.l.x given me a note of in- 
troduction to Mr. Mill, and had also writ- 
ten a letter to him, in which he spoke of 
my desire to see him. Almost immediate- 
ly upon my arrival in London a letter 
reached me, dated at Avignon, May in 
which Mr. Mill, after stating that he expect- 
ed to be in England by the oth or 7th of 
July, added these words, which could not 
but deeply affect any one to whom our 
country and cause are dear: " If you are 
then in London or its neighborhood, I shall 
hope to see you very soon after. Those 
who feel as we do on the great events which 
have past, and on those which are still to 
come in your country, have much to say to 
oue another." 

Yesterday, on leaving Paris for Marseilles 
and Home, I determined to stop at Avignon 
in the hopes of seeing this true friend ol 
America and liberty, though I much feared 
tbut be bad left on a proposed tour through 
Auvergne. The train reached Avignon be- 
between three and four this morning, ami 
after breakfast I wulked out to his resi- 
dence, a secluded cottage, in the country, on 
the road to Vaucluse, and but a short dis- 
tance, my guide said, from the cemeten 
wherein what was mortal of bis chosen life- | 
companion reposes. Here the great thinker 1 
and noble-hearted man spends nearly hall 
of every year. 

Fortunately he was at home, though ex- ! 
pecting to leave within an hour, and his 
manner was as kind as his written words 
had been cordial. He spoke of our 
country, of the deep interest with 
which he had watched its passing 
through the great ordeal, of his joy 
at her success, and the csonlideuce which hev 
fidelity t > her great trust, hitherto inspired 
in regard to her career in the future. Of 
our lamented President be spoke with deep 
feeling, adding that he almost envied him 
his fate, for he was enshrined at ouce and 
forever in the world's memory, to be rever- 1 
ed and loved as deeply aud w armly as 
Washington. 

And thus simply and touchingly that 
great apostle of iiberty placed his wreath 
upon Mr. Lincoln's tomb. 

In London I had the pleasure of a bri« I 
interview with another of our warm 
friends, Mr. Uright, who manifested, in the 
unreserve of conversation a love for our 
cuiintry as fervent as that expresstd 
by Mr. Henry Vincent, iu the address 
at Liverpool, of which I gave you some 
account. Mr. Bright says that our friends 
iu England have been as earnest aud un- 
faltering as our enemies have been vindic- 
tive, and that the enmity in a great measure 
bas been owing to ignorance of our institu- 
tions, purposes, aud character. 

Mr. Mill mentioned iu to-day's interview 
that the liberal papers iu France had been 
very just and very friendly to our country 
and cause all through "the conflict. I 
was struck by the exceedingly strong 
language used iu the Journal des De- 
bats aud Le Siecie in articles which 
appeared in last Mouday's issues. Both 
were upon the clemency which they 
hope our Government will exhibit, 
and while the latter spoke almost raptur- 
ously of the "Grand American Republic," 
the former used this language, which I 
have translated literally. "It— clemency- 
will give iu full perfectness to this civil war 
of the United States that unique character 
of grandeur and generosity which it has 
hitherto maintained. If this victorious 
Democracy, even when irritated by tin- 
basest and most dastardly assault, adds, as 
we fondly desirep, this extraordinary ex- 
ample of moderation to the various lessons 
which it bas already taught us during thest 
four years, it will do what no other gov- 
ernment, ■MMMhtal or republican, has 
ever yet done." The friends of freedom 
everywhere feel that our country has 
fought the great fight, not for itself alone, 
but for humanity. 

Marseilles is a busy, bustling, great com- 
mercial city. On a building directly oppo- 
site this hotel I notice signs in English, 
<ireek, French, aud Italian, this variety ol 
languages very fairl.f illustrating the vari- 
ety and extent of its commerce. With 
Paris I was delighted as every visitor must 
be, it presents so much life, grace and beau- 
ty, bas so many grand editicesand noble in- 
stitutions and is so clustered around with 
interesting historic associations; but France, 
so far as seen by railroad from Calais to 
Marseilles, is not, to lie compared in beauty 
with England as" seen from Liverpool to 
London. The country in England at this 
season is surpassingly beautiful. We visit- 
ed Chester, Warwick, Kenil worth, Stratford 
on Avon, Blenheim, Oxlord, and you can 
readily imagine the iuteres.t gf such a jour- 
ney. We found the hotels, especially in the 
interior, very comfortable, ami every where 
we met with a warm-hearted politeness 
which the bjuntness and brusqueness 
usually ascribed to Euglish manners had 
not led us to expect. 

London of course is full of interest. I 
barely had time to visit the Tower, the Zo- 
ological gardens, the British Museum, 
Westminster A buy, St. Paul's and the 
House of < 'omnions. I hope, on my return 
from the Coutineut, to see most of these in- 
teresting places and institutions again, and 
many others. The weather was very pleas- 
ant, at times uncomfortably warm, so tbat 
London showed us none of the fogs aud 
glooms for which it is proverbial.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representative* of the United States of 
Amcricv in Congress assembled, That no 
person, after the date ot this act, shall l>e 
admitted to the bar of the supreme court of 
the United States, or at any time after the 
fourth of March next, shall be admitted to 
the bar of any circuit or district court of 
tbe United States, or of the court of claims, 
as an attorney or counsellor of such court, 
or shall be allowed to appear and be beard 
in any such court, by virtue of any previ- 
ous admission, or any special power of at- 
torney, unless he shall have first taken and 
subscribed the oath prescribed in "An act to 
prescril>eanoathof office, aud (brother pur- 
l>oses," approved July two, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two, according to the forms 
and iu the manner in the said act provided; 
which said oath so taken and subscribed 
shall be preserved among tbe tiles of such 
court, and any person who shall falsely 
take the said oath shall be guilty of perjury 
and, on couviction, shall be liable to the 
pains and penalties ot )>erjury, and the ad- 
ditional pains aud penalties in the said act 
provided. 
Approved, January 21, 1885. 

The Old Thirteen states on the Punish- 
ment of Treason. 

The Cincinnati Commercial gives the fol- 
lowiug digest of the penalties affixed to 
treason by the Legislatures of the old thir- 
teen States : 

The Congress of the Confederation | com- 
monly called the Continental Congress) had 
few powers ol a general character, but was 
limited by the very terms of its Constitu- 
tion to advisory measures, which the several 
States were expected to ratify and to render 
ell'ective by voluntary ac. ion. Accordingly 
we find Congress, as earl\ r as December 30, 
1777, passing a resolution tbat all persons, 
inhabitants of any of tbe States, who bad 
joiued the enein}', and been taken in arms, 
should be delivered up to the respecti\ e 
States to which they l»elonged, to suffer the 
(lenalties inflicted by tbe laws of such States 
upon traitors. What these penalties were 
will be seen by «he following brief summa- 
ry compiled from the statutes of the several 
States, passed during tbe revolutionary pe- 
riod : 

New Hampshire passed an act in 1777, de- 
claring all persons resident within the 
State, who either levied war or aided the 
eueuiy iu carrying on war against the IT. 
Slates, to be guilty of treason, and forfeit- 
ing their goods and chattels to the use of 
the Slate. 

Iu Connecticut it wasmide treason, pun- 
ishable with death, to aid or comfort the 
enemy. 

Massachusetts in 1777 declared all j>er- 
sons abiding within that State, and deriv- 
ing protection from its laws, to owe alle- 
giance to it, and tbat all such persons, il 
guilty of levying war, or conspiring to levy 
war against any of the United StateC, 
should sutler the pains of death. It further 
enacted that any ci ncealment of treasou 
should forfeit all tbe goods aud chattels of 
the offender to the use of the State during 
his life. 

In Rhode Island, death and the entire 
confiscation of property were the penalties 
of adhesion to the royal cause. 

Pennsylvania, early iu 1777, enacted that 
all enemies resideni within tbe State or 
those who should aid or assist the public 
enemy, should be held guilty of high trea- 
son aud suffer death. Their estates were, 
i>y the same act, declared forfeited to the 
Commonwealth. 

New York passed laws, authorizing her 
Governor "to remove certain disaffected 
and dangerous persons" from the limits of 
the State; also, an act to remove "neutral 
persons' ' to tbe enemy's lines, upou their 
I'elusal to take an oath of allegiance. Al- 
so, in 177U, an act for the forfeiture and sale 
of the estates of persons who had adhered 
to the enemies of tbe United States. Also, 
an act for the banishment ol all tories. 

New Jersey, in L"7ti, passed "an act to 
punish traitors and disaffected persous" by 
death or imprisonment, according to the na- 
ture of the offense, and forfeiting their 
property to the State*. 

Maryland passed, in 1777, "an act to pun- 
ish certain crimes, and to prevent the 
growth of toryism," which enacted that all 
persons proved to have adhered to the ene- 
my should be adjudged guilty of treasou, 
aud should sutler death, without benefit ol 
clergy, and forfeit all their estates. 

In Delaware, by an act passed in 177s, th- 
reat and personal etlecls of all aiders and 
abettors of llw enemy were declared abso- 
lutely forfeited. 

Virginia, in 177<">, defined by statute what 
should be treason in tbat State, and decreed, 
for ai' .onvicted of levying war against the 
Commonwealth, or of adhering to its ene- 
mies, the punishment of death without ben- 
efit of clergy, aud forfeiture of all lauds and 
chattels to tbe Commonwealth. 

In North Carolina, tbe law of 1777 de- 
clared all |>ersous in the limits ol tbat State 
to owe allegiance to it, and adjudged the 
penalties of death and confiscation to tdl 
such persons as aided the enemy. 

Georgia, in 177 s , forfeited and confiscated 
the estates of a multitude of {tersons who 
bad been guilty ot incivism. 

S' utb Carolina, the modern hot bed of se- 
dition, passed, early iu 1770, "An Act to 
prevent sedition and punish insurgents and 
disturbers of tbe public peace," in which 
capital punishment was denounced agaiust 
all taking up arms, or aiding or alsHliug 
the foreigu enemy. It also declared thm 
all lauds and tenements, goods and chat- 
tels, of such persons, should be sold within 
one mouth, and tbe proceeds deposited in 
tbe Colouy Treasury at Charleston. 



Thb Lai uh ok Wowan. — A womau has 
no natural gift more bewitching than a 
sweet laugh. It is like the sound ot tlutes 
on water. It Hows from her iu a clear, 
sparkling rill; and the heart that hears it 
feels as if bathed iq the cool, exhilerating 
spring. Have you ever pursued an unseen 
fugitive through trees, led ou by a fairy 
laugh, now here, now there, now lost, now 
found ? We have. And we are pursuing 
that wandering Voice to this day. Some- 
times it conns to us in the midst of care or 
sorrow, or irksome busiueas; and then we 
may turn away and listen, and bear it ring- 
ing through the room like a silwr bell, 
with power to scare away the evil spirit of 
the mind. How muchweowe to that sweet 
laugh ' It turns the prose to poetry; it 
flings showers of sunshine over tbe dark- 
ness of tbe wood in which we are traveling; 
it touches with light even our sleep, which 
is no more the image of death, but is con- 
sumed with dreams tbat are the shadows of 
immortality.

Judge \> ai. I.. Sharkey, Provisional Gov- 
ernor of .Mississippi. 

The Cincinnati Times publishes the fol- 
lowing statement of a n extraordinary and 
revolting case, which was passed on in the 
Mis-issippi courts by Judge Sharkey some 
years go: 

A planter was afflicted with a loathsome 
disease. So offensive were the ulcers that 
he was deserted by his white friends, and 
while thus afflicted and forsaken, a girl 
whom be owned as a slave kindly and pa- 
tiently waited upon him, dressed his ulcers, 
cleansed his person, and watched over him 
until he eventually recovered. With 
grailude and affection to his ben' - 
factor, he took her to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
executed to her a deed of manumission, had 
it recorded, returned to Mississippi, and 
there married her in legal form. They lived 
together atle -tionately for many years, 
reared a family of children, and, as he lay 
upon his death bed, by will he divided his 
property between hia wife and children. 
His brothers, hearing of his death, came 
forward and demanded the property. The 
widow aud children were indiguatit at the 
demand. They, too, were seized, aud the 
validity of that marriage was tried before 
Judge Sharkey, of that State, who decided 
that the whole matter was a fraud upon 
the law ot slavery— that the property be- 
longed to the collateral heirs. His widow 
was sold by the surviving brothers, the 
children were bid off at public auction, and 
both mother and children now ton in chains 
or sleep in servile graves.

1 rst. It is now an acknowledged fact 
| th«t this strife was over the negro; that the 
i s uith attempted to destroy the Union to 
: save the negro; that she waged fours years 
ot a bloody and cruel wariu behalf of ne- 
gro slavery; that in order to preserve it she 
has caused us to waste hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives aud ex peud more money 
than the four million slaves of the South 
were worth; and that after all she has been 
whipped and slavery must be destroyed. 

Second. Slavery is destroyed every- 
where but iu Kentucky. Every reb- 
el Slate is now a free labor State, 
and thither are flocking hundreds of 
thousands of Northerners seeking homes 
and tortures. It is said that not less than 
one halt of Sherman's army will return 
South and settle as soon as they are dis- 
charged. It is so also with all the'other ar- 
mies of the Union. Perfect fleets are leav- 
ing flic seaboard cit es, packed with e_ i- 
grants to the South; and the raLrdfids 
through Kentucky, as well as the bouts 
down the Mississippi, go loaded with the 
vast throng. Besides this, the wealth ol 
the North is also pouring in one lavish 
stream into the same great reservoir.

i in by Mr. Fred. A. Aiken aud Mr. John M. 
1 Clampett, associate counsel tor Mrs. Mary 
E. Surratt. It commences by asking If the 
Commission has jurisdiction of the cases be- 
fore it, and calling attention to the great 
important of tbe question. Refers to the 
duty of the Commission to consider it, and 
I declares if the Commission is unauthorized, 
' the act establishing it is an usurpation on 
I the part of the Executive. It Droceeds to 
sny the Constiftion defines the powers and 
duties of the Executive, and provides the 
punishment for his violation of them, 
therefore he possesses no powers beyond 
what the Cons itution confers, and this 
act, beyond authority, can furnish no de- 
fense against the legal consequences of 
what is done under it, and whatever is done 
is utterly void. The commission must, 
therefore, decide this question before pro- 
nouncing judgment that a tribunal like 
this has no jurisdiction over them other 
than military offi ers. It is believed to be 
evident tbat offenses defined and puuisffed 
bj' the civil laws, aud whose trial is provi- 
ded for by the same law, are not the sub- 
jects of military jurisdiction, is of course 
true. A military crime, as distinguished 
from a civil offense, must, therefore, Le 
made to appear, and when it is it must also 
appear that military law prov ides for its 
trial. 

The civil, common or statute law em- 
braces every species of offense that the 
United States or the States have deemed il 
OOOMMOtTj to punish. Iu all such cases th • 
civil courts are clothed with every necessa- 
ry jurisdiction. In a military court if the 
charge does not state a crime provided for 
generally or specifically by any of tbe arti- 
cles of war, the prisoner must lie dis- 
charged. 

Nor is it sufficient that the charge is of a 
crime known to the military law. The ol- 
leuder when he commits it must be subjec: 
to Military jurisdiction. The general iav 
has supreme ami uudisputed jurisdiction 
over all; the military law puts forth no such 
declaration; it aims to enforce on the sold- 
ier the additional duties he has assumed. 
It constitutes tribunals for the trial of 
breaches of in Hilary duty ouly (O'Brien, j 
p. M and 

The one code, the civil, embraces all citi- 
zens, whether soldiers or not. The othei, 
the military, has no jurisdiction over any 
citizen. As such, if "the provisions of Um 
constitution clearly maintain the same d< <•- 
irine, the executive lias no authority to de- 
clare war, to raise and support armies, to 
provide aud maintain a nationality, la 
make rules for government and regulation 
ior either 1 ice. 

These powers are exclusively iu Con- 
gress. Tne army cannot be raised or have 
aws lor its government and regulation, ex 
ceyt as Congress shall provide. The powt r 
of Congress was granted by tbe convention 
without objection. In England the King 
as generalissimo of the whole kingdom ha- 
this power, though the Parliament has fre- 
quently interposed and regulated for itself, 
but with us il was thought safest to give 
tiie entire power to Congress, since other- 
wise summary aud severe punishment 
might be inflicted. 

No member of the convention or any 
commentator on the Constitution since has 
intimated that even this Congressional 
power could be applied to citizens not be- 
longing to the army or navy. The paajoi 
given to Congress is to make rules foi the 
Government and regulatious of the land 
and naval forces. No artifice of ingenuity 
can makes tbe words include those who do 
uot belong to the army and navy, aud they 
are therefore to be construed to exclude ail 
others, us If negative words to that etlec: 
had been added. 

Aud this is not only the obvious meaniug 
of the terms considered by themselves, bin 
is demonstrable from other provisions o 
the constitution. So zealous were our an- 
cestors of ungranted power, aud so vigilan* 
to protect tfco citizens against it that they 
were uuvvilling to leave him to the sale- 
guards which a proper construction of the 
Constitution as originally auopted furnish- 
ed. Iu this they resolved that nothing 
should be left in doubt. They decided 
th ere fore not only to guard him against ex- 
ecutive and judicial, *>ut against Congres- 
sional abuse. 

With this view they adopted the fifth 
constitutional amendment, which declare- 
thai no person shall be held to answer for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime unless 
on the indictment of a grand jury, excep 
in cases arising in the laud aud naval lore, s 
or in the militia, when iu active service or 
in time of war or public danger. This view- 
is elaborated by reference to the higheBt le- 
gal authority, aud the legal questions 
are discussed "at length. The 6th amend- 
ment, which our fatheis thought so vital to 
individual liberty when assailed by Gov 
eminent prosecution, is but a new guar- 
antee. » 

In the course of his argument Mr. John- 
sou said be had brought forward this ques- 
tion of jurisdiction ouly because he con- 
scientiously believed it to be bis duty. He 
did not seek impunity to auy one engaged 
in the horrid crimes of the night of the 14th 
of April. Over them the civil courts ot 
this District had ample jurisdictiou and 
will faithfully exercise it if the cases are re- 
manded to them. As to the case of Mrs. 
Surratt, he referred to her as a woman who 
was educated, a devout Christian, ever 
kind, affectionate, and charitable, with no 
motive disclosed to us that could have 
caused her to participate iu the crimes in 
question. 

He said we had no evidence uncontradic- 
ted of showing lhat she was a participant. 
He would say nothing of the testimony 
that would be reviewed by bis associates. 
As to the evidence of VVechmau aud Loyd, 
be said if the facls they slate were true, 
their know ledge of tne purpose to commit 
he crimes, aud their participation in them 
is much more satisfaetorilj 7 established than 
the alleged knowledge and participation of 
Mrs. Surratt. 

Mr. Aiken stated to the court that he 
couldn't be prepaid to read tbe argument 
in tbe case of Mrs. Surrutt till Wednesday. 
The delay was attributable to the volumin- 
ous evidence previously to be examined by 
him.

Stephens on Secession. 

The Times' special says: Alexander U.

at the foundation of American constitu- 
tional liberty. He desired to make the 
Constitution of the C'ontederute States as 
near as possible like that of the l nited 
States. In this he claims he succeeded. 
All the points in regard to freedom and the 
safeguards of liberty were his work. 

The same special says the stories about 
Mr. Stevens' harsh treatment and failing 
health at Fort Warren are untrue.

Washington, Juue lil.— Hon. G. Welles: 
I have tbe honor to transmit for your infor- 
mation the correspondence between Sir F. 
Bruce and ibis department upon tbe subject 
of the withdrawal of pretended concession 
of belligerent rights to insurgents. Inview 
of this correspondence I suggest therefore 
that you ommunicate to the naval officers 
of the United States the results following 
therefrom, viz; 

First. Great Britain has withdrawn her 
concession heretofore made of a belligerent 
character, from the insurgents. 

Second. The withrawal of the twenty- 
four hours rule has uot been made absolute 
by Great Britain, and, therefore, the cus- 
tomary courtesies are uot to be paid by our 
vassels to those of the british navy. 

The right ol" search of British vessels is 
nominated. Of course this has no bearing 
upou the operations of the existing slave 
treaty. 

Third. Auy insurgent or piratical vessels 
found on the high seas, may be lawfully 
captured by the vessels of the I'nited States.

Richmond .rrenpondeiit h*vh h ■ •• in- 
ference took place in thai city on 
Thursday last between Governor Pier- 
pout and the members of the Virginia Leg- 
islature, the subject under consideration 
being a proposition to extend the right of 
suffrage beyond the limits imposed by the 
Alexanaia Constitution, by which all who 
have taken part in the rebellion are ex- 
cluded from the privilege of voting. 

If Virginia is not represented in the next 
rongrexs it will not be because Virginia is 
unwilling to rill seats in that body. Candi- 
date* for these portions are coming to light 
rapidly, including some gentlemen, who, a 
short time ago, would have considered then* 
selves insulted by being called citizens of 
the Tinted States. It is evident the late 
rebel Governor, Extra Billy Smith, proposes 
to run for election if he can first get Presi- 
dent Johnson to pardon him. 

New Vokk, June IT. — The MM and 7lh N. 
York heavy artillery have arrived. The 
different places of rendezvous in the city 
for the war-worn veterans keep well crowd- 
ed with them, fresh regimenu arriving as 
others depart. 

There is an immense uuuiberjof rel>el pris- 
oners now at tLe Hatten Barracks. Sever- 
al hundred of them left for the South yes- 
terday. The remainder are expected to 
leave in a few days. 

Wmm York, June The Herald says 
(ienerals Hutler, Banks and Heint/.le- 
i, neglecting to send iu their resigna- 
i or before the Utfc inst, w ere mus- 
tered out ol service on Friday last. 

The lines Washington special say- the 
post offices at Winchester and Danville have 
been reopened. 

Provisional Governors for Florida, Ala- 
bama aud South Carolina remain to be, 
and w ill soon be appointed under the same 
general principle that the other lately re- 
bellious States have thus l»een supplied. 
The remaining appointments for Georgia 
will be made early this week. The follow-

A -j>ecial to the Tribune from Washing- 
ton on the ISih says : D is ascertained there 
is a secret combination among the reb"l 
real estate owners of Richmond not to sell 
to any Northern or Yankee purchaser. This 
accounts lor the fact that property there is 
now held from loo to *ju per cent, higher 
than before the rebellion. 

There is a good prospect that the pardon- 
ing carnival is about over. The scores of 
eminent statesmen, lawyers and politicians 
who have thronged the" White House and 
secured the pardon of culprits for abundant 
fees are likely to lind their business cur- 
tailed on account of its past success. 

A -xr 'uc pressure was brought to bear 
upon President Johnson for the pardon of 
Wilmer, who has been sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment and a line of ten 
thousand dollars, but he utterly refused to 
Interfere. 

On another occasion he is said to have re- 
marked that there had got to be a limit to 
the executive interference. 

Officers and men hereafter duly commis- 
sioned by < .overnors of States to serve in 
volunteer regiments in Texas, will be furn- 
ished with free transportation to their re- 
spective regiments or companies on the 
presentation of their commfcsions to the 
Governors. 

A special to the Times says: The claims 
of the cotton seized at Savannah are now 
coming l»efore the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry, and nearly the whole of it will be claim- 
ed as belonging to private ow ners. But the 
well informed citizens of Savannah, now 
here, assert, that no more than <i,000 of the 
:*,in<ii Ijelonged to loyal citizens.

He has made over 
a million of dollars out of the war, which 
is safely invested, and ue now receives ab- 
solution and protection for his ill-gotten 
gains. His a r plication was strongly en- 
dorsed by George D. Prentice, of the Louis- 
ville Journal, aud it is also slated in bis be- 
half that he was very kind to our Ander- 
sonville prisoners.

She starts at 5 
o'clock punctually from the Portland 
wharf, providing comfortably for passen- 
gers.

Fok Tknnessee Rivkk.— The light and 
stanch packet R. L. Woodward, Captain 
Woodward, takes her departure toTuscum- 
bia, Esstport, and all Tennessee river land- 
ings this evening. She starts at 5 o'clock, 
from the city wharf, and we commend her 
to passengers and shippers. The clerk, M r. 
S. N. Leonard, will be found courteous aud 
attentive to all. We hope our merchants 
will not fail to secure a good trip to this the 
first packet in the Tennessee line, aud we 
expect her to have a sood passenger list. 

The rates ot freight to the Tennessee 
river are one dollar for pound lots, whisky 
aud oil $3 00 per bbl, salt $1 50ex&> oo per 
bbl, aud hay fcHi 00 per tou. These are low 
rates for the season of the year, and the low 
stage of the river. 

The steamer Tarascon, iu charge of the 
veteran Captain Lusk, after assisting iu the 
capture of Forts Morgan, Gaines, Powell, 
Blakely, Spanish Fort, Mobile, Mont- 
gomery, and Selma, is on her way home 
via Montgomery, Mobile, the Gulf, aud 
New < irleans. She was to have left Mobile 
on the 10th, and ought to be looked for in 
these waters in a few days. Captain Lusk 
bears his honors with modesty and dignity, 
and brings with the Tarascon trophies i.i 
his campaign, including a green lizard, 
captured on the plantation of the famed 
Alabama belle, Lucy Neale, also a grey 
coon, a descendant of the same "old coon" 
that figured so successfully in the cam- 
paign that elected Geueral Harrison. These, 
together with many other articles too nu- 
merous to mention, can be seen on the ar- 
rival of the boat, aud all sums collected for 
the show will be donated to the Sanitary 
Commission. 

Dismantled in a Stokm.— The Missouri, 
Capt. Hard, bound for New Orleans, was 
caught in the storm of Sunday evening 
while lying at New Albany and nearly dis- 
mantled of her upper works. Fortunately 
no one was injured, and the damage to the 
boat can be repaired in a few days. The 
storm, though of short duration, was very 
violent, striking the Missouri on her star- 
board quarter, the wind from the south- 
west, dismantling her cabin, or hurricane 
roof, alt of the wheel-house; and such was 
the force of the w ind that the roof was car- 
ried ashore, and fell high upon the bank, a 
perfect wreck of matter. The ladies' cabin 
was pretty effectually unroofed, but all 
other portions of the boat w*?re uninjured. 
A number of mechanics were at work yes- 
terday repairing damages. 

Tbe Darling with a barge iu tow was due 
from Cincinnati last evening, bound for 
Memphis.
